PAYMENTS ARRANGEMENTS WITH 
PARAGUAY 

The Treasury announce that two further Orders have 
been made under the Defence (Finance) Regulations 
1939, and came into force on 30 December.

types of income into Paraguayan sterling area accounts. 

These are accounts with United Kingdom banks 
registered at the Bank of England, which individuals 
resident in Paraguay are permitted in given circum- 
stances to maintain for the purpose of meeting certain

REPLACEMENT OF SILK AND ALUMINIUM 
GOODS DAMAGED BY ENEMY ACTION 
LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES ORDERS* 

The Licence issued by the Board of Trade under the 
Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 5) Order, 
1940, by which stocks of goods damaged by enemy 
action can be replaced does not permit of silk goods 
being replaced by silk goods or aluminium goods being 
replaced by those of aluminium. Silk and aluminium 
goods, however, may be replaced by other goods falling 
within the same class. For example, silk hose may not 
be replaced by silk hose but may be replaced by hose of 
other materials.
